ITH Summer at hand there is a sudden 
change to frocks with short sleeves or 


no sleeves at all. Evening gowns and bath- 
ing suits should disclose only soft, smooth 
arms and elbows. 

To strike a really harmonious note, hands 
and arms should always match face and neck. 
If you were to ask me, “How does good groom- 
ing go?” I would say: “In a definitely de- 
lightful procession—from face to neck, to 
shoulders, arms and hands. All one unit. 
When you are treating face and neck and 
shoulders give your arms and hands a treat- 
ment, too.” 

If you are fair and use a white or cream- 
colored finishing cream or lotion, apply it 
also to your hands and arms. Or, if you 
have not attained a natural sun-tan as yet, 
and favor the fashionable bottled sunburn 
tints (and these are becoming to you), your 
hands and arms should be as nut brown as 
your face.
